JOURNEY  OVER  THE  ANDES. 

pnnsi  THE  eravkliv  oazf.tte. 

I send  you,  for  publication,  a rough  sketch 
of  the  first  jouruey  performed  liy  a citizen  of 
the  United  St:itcs  across  the  South  American 
coniinent.  Every  thing  rehativc  to  tliat  portion 
of  the  globe  is  highly  interesting  to  the  people 
of  the  United  States  ; and  it  is  to  be  regretted 
that  the  information  we  po.ssess  is  neither  so 
extensive  or  accurate  as  it  ought  to  be.  Of  the 
resources  of  Ihe  new  government,  the  political 
condition  of  the  people,  we  have  a great  many 
conjectures,  andassertions,  and  hopes,  and  ex- 
pectations, and  predictions,  and  propliccics, 
but  there  is  a lamentable  deficiency  of  facts- 
On  tlie  jcturn  of  the  Commissioners  it  was  an- 
ticipated th:it  we  should,  upon  all  interesting 
points  he  enlightened ; in  tins  expectation  we 
have  been  :es  y et  disappointed,  and  the  public 
is  as  ignorant  of  t'le  frame  of  the  new  govern- 
ment, ill-?  extent  of  its  authority  over  the  peo- 
ple, iiiid  the  guards  which  are  placed  around 
the  riglils  of  the  inliahiiaiits,  as  we  were  when 
the  Congress  sailed  from  the  United  States.  I 
We  see  a great  many  spccdalions  about  MeJ 
-f  the  CoHi'nisnorieiv,  hut  we  should  j 
prefer  a detailed  statement  of  facts  -and  obser-i 
va’Jons,  to  the  judgment  of ‘'oerates  himself.  I 

The  writer  of  this  sketch  of  a journey  from  ■ 
Buenos  Ay  res  to  Santiago,  has  it  in  his  power ! 
to  furnish  the  public  with  much  v.aluable  iiifor-' 
mation  Resiiliiig  many  years  on  the  northern  ' 
coiitiiicnt,  respected,  trusted,  and  beloved,  by  ! 
the  most  distinguished  persons  in  that  part  of, 
our  lieniispliere — fitted  by  education  for  thei 
perforuiaiice  of  such  a t;isk,  it  is  in  his  power  I 
to  fnrtiisli  the  most  ample  materials  to  enable  | 
the  public  to  form  a correct  estimate  of  our 
sonthem  breth'^cn.  One  of  the  strongest  mo- 
tives for  tlie  publication  of  this  narration  is  the 
hope  of  recalling  his  attention  to  the  pertbrm- 
ance  of  t/us  iluty,  which  lie  owes  to  his  own  re- 
putation, and  to  the  honor  and  interest  of  Ills 
eouatry. 

SKETCH,  &c. 

Having  learnt,  in  the  beginning  of  No- 
vember, that  the  passage  over  the  Cor- 
tHIicras  was  practicable,  I prepared  for 
iny  journey  across  the  continent.  The 
daiigei's  and  difliciiltics  attendant  on  tliis 
undci’taking  were  represented  to  he  al- 
most insurmountable  ; and  I armed  my- 
scii  at  ah  points  to  encounter  them.  Un- 
dcrstancling  that  the  roads  were  tolerably 
got.n  to  the  foot  of  the  Cordilleras,  I inir- 
thased  u large  Spanish  coach,  and  en- 
gaged a driver  to  accompany  me  to  Men- 
doza. My  conductor  informed  me  tliat 
it  woi'id  be  necessary  to  hire  three  more 
drivers.  \itiioiigh  1 did  not  understand 
the  net  fssily  of  having  four  postillions  to 
drive  one  carriage,  I consented,  and  in  a 
ft'",  .lays  aii  was  ready.  When  my  equip- 
age was  iirought  to  the  door,  it  presented 
a m(«t  uiicotitli  appearance.  Tiie  body 
of  the  carriage  was  large  and  unwieldy  ; 
the  w Heels  were  swatlied  with  strips  ol 
raw  hide,  and  thongs  twisted  from  the 
rim  to  the  nut,  so  as  to  form  additional 
spokes.  Each  hoise  was  harnessed  to 
the  carriage  by  a long  leathern  thong, 
leading  from  the  crossbar  to  the  saddle 
gii  tii,  and  had  a separate  rider.  These 
postillions  were  accoutred  with  allowing 
roncho,  (cloak)  a straw  hat,  and  several 
pairs  of  drawers  hanging  below  their 
breeches  knees,  which  they  always  wear 
open.  Their  legs  were  hare,  and  their 
feet  covered  with  sandals  made  from  a 
fresh  hide,  through  which  their  toes  ob- 
truded, to  stick  into  the  little  wooden  tri- 
angles that  formed  tlu  ir  stirrups.  With 
this  iMiCouth  cc|tiipr.ge,  I left  Buenos 
Ayres,  accompanied  by  two  servants,  and 
jwo  dragoons,  sent  by  the  Junta  a few 
hours  before  my  departure,  to  serve  me 
as  an  escort  as  far  as  Santiago. 

The  streets  of  Buenos  .\yres  are  not 
gener 
they 

out  stones  or  wootl  to  construct  or  mend 
them,  they  use  bones  and  the  carcases  of 
animals  to  fill  u|)  the  holbs;  the  effect 
may  ,be  easily  imagined.  Tlic  roads  tn.it 
lead  through  the  suburbs  of  the  city  arc 


[lerahy  paved,  and  iii  tlie  winter  season 
■y  become  almost  impassable.  With 


so  cxti'cmciy  bad,  and  tl:e  sloughs  so 


deep,  that;  it  iswith  great  difficulty  a car- 
riage can  he  drawn  through  thinn,  and 
horses  are  sometimes  stall'- d and  entirely 
lost  in  attempting  to  pars  them.  Several 
of  my  Creole  acquaintances  accompanied 
me  as  far  asLuxan,  a small  town  about 
twelve  leagues  from  Buenos  Ayres,  and 
the  first  of  the  chain  of  military  posts 
which  extend  into  Patagonia.  There  I 
laid  in  a supply  of  bread,  a luxury  little 
known  among  the  peasantry  of  the  inte- 
rior. Animal  food  is  very  abundant ; but 
the  traveller  must  carry  with  him  bread, 
salt,  and  wine. 

After  taking  leave  of  my  friends,  I 
passed  the  river  of  Luxan,  on  a wooden 
bridge,  and  entered  on  the  vast  paminis 
of  Buenos  -\yres.  Nothing  can  he  more 
desolate  and  gloomy  than  the  \ iew  of  the 
jilains,  at  this  season  of  the  year.  Not  a 
shrub,  not  * blade  of  grass  to  be  seen  ; all 
barren  and  waste;  “ a wild  immeasurable 
spread,  which  lengthens  as  you  go.”  The 
horses  and  cattle  were  standing  in  the 
pools  to  refresh  themselves ; the  deer 
were  lying  about  .panting  with  heat ; the. 
ostrich  alone  Wasstalking  about,  devour- 
ing insects.  The  road  over  the  plains  is 
marked  by  the  passage  of  the  carts  whicli 
bear  the  products  of  the  interior  provinces 
to  the  capital.  Tliey  go  in  caravans  of 
fifteen  and  twenty,  each  drawn  by  four 
yoke  of  oxen,  fixed  with  long  traces  from 
yoke  to  yoke.  A long  bamboo,  orna- 
mented with  feathei-s,  is  suspended  from 
the  roof  of  the  cart,  so  as  to  enable  tiic 
driver,  who  sits  on  the  top  of  the  load,  to 
reach  the  farthest  oxen  ; a goad  hangs 
perpendicularly  from  the  bamboo  direct- 
ly over  the  second  yoke  of  oxen,  and 
with  a small  goad  wliicli  he  carries  in  his 
liantl  for  the  yoke  next  the  cart,  the  dri- 
ver commands  the  whole,  and  will  drive 
very  dexterously  through  the  streets. 
The  caravansarc  accompanied  by  a drove 
of  cattle  to  change  on  the  road,  and  to 
feed  the  drivers;  each  cart  carries  a large 
earthen  jar,  fastened  heliind,  to  hold  wa- 
ter, and  some  wood  or  fuel  fixed  on  the 
top,  which  is  of  hide.  Tliey  arc  obliged 
to  be  very  economical  in  the  use  of  their 
wood.  I have  fretpiently  seen  the  drivers 
seated  round  a fire,  made  with  a little 
wood  and  the  hones  and  fat  of  the  aninia!, 
part  of  which  was  roasting  on  a spit  stuck 
upright  in  the  earth,  culting  off  slices  of 
meat  as  it  roasted,  and  devouring  it  with- 
out bread  or  salt.  Tliey  travel  principal- 
ly during  the  niglit;  and  perform  the 
journey  from  Buenos  Ayres  to  Mendoza, 
a distance  of  three  hundred  leagues,  in 
five  or  six  weeks.  The  freight  of  a cart 
to  Buenos  Ayres  is  eighty  dollars,  and 
something  less  back  to  Alendoza.  The 
principal  articles  brought  in  this  manner 
from  the  intciior  are  wines  and  brandies, 
dried  fruits,  horns  and  tallow,  feathers, 
skins,  Peruvian  hark,  copper  and  the  pre- 
cious metals.  They  carry  back  iron,  dry 
goods,  and  the  herb  of  Paraguay.  This 
herb  was  first  cultivated  by  the  Jesuits, 
who  found  it  in  general  use  among  t'lC 
Quaranies  Indies.  It  is  a low  slirub, 
somewhat  resembling  the  tea  plant.  It 
is  still  found  wild  in  Paraguay,  and  is  pre- 
pared by  stripping  the  leaves  and  drying 
them  before  a fire.  They  arc  packed  for 
transportation  in  soaked  hides.  There 
arc  two  sorts ; one  of  whicli  is  made  from 
the  young  leaf,  and  which  is  the  best ; the 
other  from  the  large  leaf,  whicli  is  coarse, 
and  is  called  Yerba  de  Palos.  The  Jesu- 
its distinguish  three  sorts — the  caacuyo, 
or  stick  here  ; the  caamini,  and  the  caa- 
quazu.  Mini,  in  the  Quaranies  language, 
means  small,  and  quazii  great.  The  con- 
sumption of  this  herb,  in  the  drink  called 
matii,  which  is  made  of  it,  is  very  greatl 
all  over  South  America,  hut  especially  in 
Ciiili  and  Peru,  where  it  is  used  by  ail 
ciaasv  s.  Tlie  post-houses  arc  situated  at 
convenient  distances,  seldom  more  than 
eight  leagues  apart;  and  wheiitiie  post  is 
long,  they  drive  along  with  the  traveller 
two  or  three  sets  of  horses,  in  order  to 
change  on  the  road.  The  post-houses  arc 
small  larm  houses,  with  a circular  enclo* 
sure  for  the  horses,  and  a separate  hut 
for  the  accominodationof  travellers.  This 
consists  of  one  roon;  of  about  10  feet 
s'piare,  furiiislied  witli  two  bedsteads, 
made  by  sticking  four  posts  into  the  earth- 
en floor,  and  stretching  a hide  over  tliciii ; 

■a  table  and  two  chairs  of  hide  ; the  door 
is  a wooden  frame  with  a hide  nailed  on 
it,  and  the  white-washed  walls  arc  onia- 
incnted  with  the  names  of  travellers, 
written  with  charcoal.  They  funiisli  at^ 
these  houses  a very  comfortable  repast  of 
roasted  meat,  wliicii  is  always  served 
first,  potatoes,  and  hroth,whicli  ishroiiglit 
in  last  of  all. 

The  post-houses  abound  with  an  insect 
called  the  Bcnchuca,  very  little  larger 
than  a bed  hug,  hut  much  more  trouble- 
some ; they  are  perfectly  black,  and  leave 
spots  on  the  bed  clothes  as  black  as  ink, 
and  whic’n  cannot  he  washed  out.  The 
dread  of  this  insect  and  the  dirty  appear- 
ance of  the  l)cd  rooms,  induce  me  always 
to  resign  them  to  my  servants,  and  to  pass 
the  night  in  my  carriage. 

The  horses  had  been  driven  into  the 
Coral  or  circular  enclosure  before  night, 
which  enabled  us  to  set  oft'  at  the  dawn  of 
day.  At  10  o’clock  the  beat  became  so 
intense,  that  we  were  obliged  to  halt  un- 
til after  the  siesta,  a word  which  means 
the  alternoon  nap,  but  is  frequently  used 
to  siguify  the  heat  of  the  day.  We  were 
ferried  across  the  river  Torc.ero  in  a Hat. 
It  is  a navigable  stream,  wliich  takes  its 
rise  in  the  mountains  of  Cordova,  and 
flows  into  tlie  Parana  ; hut  the  trade  of 
Cordova  is  conducted  by  land,  either  di- 
rect to  Buenos  Ayres,  or  by  Santa  Fc.  In 
the  afternoon  I shot  a small  antelope  with 
my  rifle,  and  my  postiliicns  caught  a great 
many  quails  in  an  extraordinary  manner. 
When  they  mark  a bird,  they  i ide  round 
it,  gradually  diminishing  the  circle,  and 
whirling  their  long  reins  over  their  heads, 
at  first  the  bird  follows  the  motion  with 
the  eye  and  head,  and  then  crouches,  as 
it  afraid  to  move;  on  coming  within 
reach,  they  strike  it  with  the  reii.s,  or 
noose  it  w ith  a ruuijing  knot  fixed  to  tlic 
end  of  a cane. 


We  passed  the  live:  Q'  -,:.;-lo,  an  tncon- 
slderahie  stream,  and  arrived  on  tlu-  sixtii 
day  at  a small  town  called  Trayle  Miier- 
to,  situated  at  the  western  extremily  ol 
the  plains,  one  huiidred  and  sixty  leagues 
from  Buenos  .\yrts.  During  this  ride  I 
had  been  struck  w ith  the  rvsemldance  be- 
tween the  Pampas  of  Buenos  .\yrcs  and 
the  Stepesin  the  south  of  Russia.  Both 
exhibit  the  same  boiiiullcss,  unbroken  ex- 
panse, the  same  fcitility  of  soil  in  the 
rainy  season, and  dry  parched  appearance 
of  the  land  during  the  heal  of  summer  ; 
a total  want  of  trees  ; tiic  streams  few, 
and  of  the  same  brackisii  n.iMirc  ; tlie 
ponds  and  lakes  of  both  etu  rusted  with 
salt,  W'liich  eilloresces  in  each  in  the  same 
manner,  on  the  surface  of  (lie  earth,  giv- 
ing it  at  times  the' appearance  of  being 
covered  with  a lioar  frost.  The  rharaclor 
of  the  inhaliitants  is  likewise  very  similar. 
The  Indi.ms  of  the  Pampas  (Quarandies) 
are  Noniadcs,  living  in  temporary  huts 
and  tents  on  the  borders  of  the  rivers,  and 
forrn'arly  dependent  for  subsistence  on  the 
clir.se.  The  increase  of  cattle  has  been 
so  great,  that  these  people  arc  now  all 
shepherds,  who,  when  the  pastures  arc 
exhausted,  move  with  their  flocks  and 
herds  to  spots  where  it  is  more  ahund.int. 
.\notlier  feature  of  reseinlilaiice  between 
tliese  plains,  wliich  strikes  the  traveller 
who  has  wandered  over  both,  is  the 
swarms  of  nius'iuitoes  which  constantly 
hover  over  and  torment  him.  Tlie  an- 
telope and  thcgcl  arc  found  in  both. 

The  (hingcrs  aiiddiiriaultiss  with  which! 
I had  been  thieatcncd,  v.aiiished  as  I ad- 
vanced. No  real  cause  of  alarm  exists 
in  passing  these  plains  in  time  of  peace. 
The  Indians  will  sometimes  pilfer,  and 
have  h'jcii  known  to  rob  caravans  or 
carts — but  they  never  venture  to  attack 
those  who  are  provided  with  fire  arms.  I 
The  only  danger  at  this  period  arises! 
from  the  passage  of  the  troops,  and  from' 
bands  of  deserters  from  the  army  of  I’eru.j 
.\  few  leagues  from  ’I’rayie  Mnerto,' 
tlie  roads  diverge  ; one  inclines  to  the 
north  and  leads  to  Cordova,  and  the  otlicr! 
due  west  to  Mendoza.  Tlie  moniitaiiis 
cf  Cordov,i  arc  seen  at  a distance,  and  the; 
country  broken  and  wooded  with  a low 
thorn,  (acacia  mimosa.)  Tiie  roatls  are^ 
here  much  worn  by  the  carta;  the  wheels 
of  these  iiiaehines  are  ten  feet  in  diamc-' 
ter,  and  the  nits  became  so  very  deep,' 
that  we  were  obliged  frequently  to  lioe| 
down  the  earth  between  them  in  order  to' 
pass  the  carriage. 

In  four  d.ays  from  Trayle  Muerto  wcj 
reached  La  Puiita  dc  San  Lewis,  one  ofj 
the  earliest  settlements  in  the  vicc-roy-l 
ally.  The  town,  which  is  surrounded  by  I 
a mud  wall,  is  in  a lamentable  state  of 
decay — hut  the  country  around  it  being 
well  watered  by  the  Desaquadera,  is  fer- 
tile, and  tolerably  well  cultivated  in  ar- 
tificial pastures,  principally  of  lucerne. 
San  Luis  is  a district  in  tlie  [irovtnce  of 
Cordova;  but  is  at  present  governed  by 
military  governor,  appointed  by  the' 
junta  of  liuenos  .\yrrs.  .-V  ch.ain  of  hills 
extends  fr'om  hence  to  the  mountains  of 
Cordova,  and  terminates  abruptly  about' 
a league  below  San  Luis.  My  carriage 
had  been  shattered  by  the  bad  roads, and, 
1 was  forced  to  remain  two  days  to  liave 
it  repaired.  In  walking  the  streets,  which 
diverge  from  a square,  and  intersect  each 
other  at  right  angles,  I observed  the 
houses  to  be  low, and  huiitof  mud  or  tin-" 
burnt  bricj: ; the  enclosures  of  nuitl,  and. 
the  whole  appearance  of  the  town  cx-| 
treinely  gloomy.  Stiil  there  is  no  such! 
thing  known  throughout  this  country  at 
extreme  poverty:  every  ncccssaiy  of  life 
is  cheap  and  abundant.  Luxuries  are 
very  dear;  and  owing  to  tlicir  di'Uancc! 
from  market,  are  not  attainable  by  tliosej 
who  in  other  countries  would  he  thoiightj 
■ge  proprietors.  I have  seen  in  Pani-| 
pas  the  owner  of  a square  league  of  land,! 
stocked  with  a thousand  head  of  cattle, 
five  or  six  hundred  horses,  and  as  many| 
sheep,  living  in  a hut,  with  the  bare  ne-| 
ccssarifs  of  life.  ; 

-\fter  leaving  San  Liiis  we  entered 
what  the  people  of  the  country  call  a Tr.i-; 
vesia,  an  extent  of  thirty  leagues,  with-; 
out  a stream,  or  any  surface  of  the  earth. 
The  woixls  were  tiiickcr,  and  the  trees' 
larger,  than  those  on  the  east  of  San  Lu-! 
is,  althou;gh  of  the  same  specic.s.  Tlie. 
soil  was  covered  with  a long  coarse  grass,: 
and  the  trees  with  a Iianging  moss.  I oli- 
served  some  beautiful  nvjsses  clinging  toj 
the  hranc.lifs  of  the  mimosa.  This  plant 
is  about  foi . inches  in  diameter,  and  is 
composcil  ol  twisted  filaments, something 
of  the  nature  of  our  hangi'ig  moss ; hut 
larger  and  more  nutted. — From  t!;e  cen- 
tre ri.s:  two  flowers,  perfcctiy  while, 
and  in  shape  and  smell  resembling  the 
hyacinth.  They  have  been  cairiild  to 
Buenos  Ayres,  and  have  been  found  to 
flourish  equally  well  on  the  bars  of  the 
windows.  It  is  called  by  the  inliahitaiHs 
the  air  plmt.  ] 

The  Travesia  abounds  with  game.  1 
shot  an  aiiimal  resembling  tlie  European' 
hare  ; the  fur  was  of  the  same  color,  the! 
form  difl'erent  only  by  Ircing  larger,  aiidj 
the  hind  legs  proportionahly  longer.  Itj 
had  no  tail,  hut  a white  h'aiid  extending 
from  haunch  to  hamiciv  The  flesh  was 
very  white  and  well  fl.avored.  I after- 
wards saw  two  tame  ones  at  .Mendoza, 
and  was  informed  that  they  never  drank. 

I killed  likewise  some  parti idges  of  an 
uncommon  kind.  They  were  nearly  as] 
large  as  the  guinea  fowl,  and  resenihlcdi 
that  bird  in  shape.  The  pluamge  w;tS| 
more  of  a cinder  color,  and  the  head  was^ 
ornamented  with  three  slender  [hnines,j 
ami  icir.iiuatcd  Ly  .a  small  tuft ; the  fits!;] 
was  very  v bite  and  delica<e.  j 

\Vc  spent  the  whole  day  and  part  of' 
the  night  in  passing  this  Travesia.  In' 
ll’.c  morning  we  forded  a sluggish  stream,! 
called  the  D.esaquodci'o,  the  waters  ofj 
which  are  muddy  and  very  l,>rackisli.*-*| 
Dcsaquodcro  means  the  outlet  of  a lake, 
whether  it  be  a canal  or  a river.  This 
river  is  the  outlet  of  the  lakes  of  (iuena- 
cacl’.c,  and  forms  the  hoiindarv  line  be- 
tween tl.c  district  < f Mendoza  and  San 
L’it;-.  !‘.aCtc:’,var'’.s  unites  with  the  river 


i’umugcn,  and  is  lost  in  the  l ikes  and 
swamps  of  llevedcro.'  West  from  the 
Desatiucdcro  the  country  is  broken  and 
the  reads  very  had,  until  it  reaches  the 
borders  of  tlie  lakes  of  Ouonacachc. — 
From  the  lakes  a day’s  rids  brought  me 
to  the  borders  of  the  river  Mendoza.  ^V’e 
found  it  swollen  by  the  melting  of  snows 
in  the  Cordillera.  It  was  two  hundred 
yards  wide,  and  flowed  with  the  rajiidity 
of  a torrent.  We  determined  to  pass  the 
night  on  its  banks,  and  not  to  ford  until 
9 o’clock  in  the  morning.  From  calcu- 
lating the  course  of  tlie  river,  and  the 
stagnation  of  the  stream  in  the  Cordille- 
ras, wc  expected  the  body  of  the  water 
would  he  diminished  about  that  hour. 
The  diiiiimition  w-is  sensible,  hut  not  as 
great  as  we  expected.  There  was  no  al- 
ternative, however,  and  we  prepared  to 
ford,  or  rather  swim  this  formidable  tor- 
rent. Two  horsemen,  with  tlieir  lassos 
fixed  to  the  body  of  tlie  carriage,  kept  it 
from  being  carried  down  tlie  stream, 
and  my  servants,  being  good  swimmers, 
mounted  on  the  top,  to  keep  it  from  up- 
setting. After  iiroecediiig  a few  juirds 
the  horses  were  swept  from  their  footing, 
tlic  drivers  tlu-cw  themselves  off,  and 
clinging  to  their  manes  encouraged  them 
with  shouts.  'I’liey  were  forcetl  down  the 
stream  some  distance,  hut  arrived,  con- 
trary to  my  expectations,  safely  on  the 
opposite  hank.  1 followed  them  on  horse- 
back, followed  by  a mimlicr  of  country- 
men, who  accompanied  me  for  tiie  plea- 
sure of  swimming  tlieir  hoises  over. 
The  Mendoza  rises  in  the  Cordillera  dc 
los  Andes,  and  after  passing  through  the 
valley  of  Uco,  unites  w'itli  the  river  San 
Juan,  and  forms  the,  lakes  offluonacache. 
The  l iver  Togtiman  takes  its  rise  in  the 
same  Cordillera,  and  before  it  uiiit-.s 
with  the  Des.aquodcro,  traverses  the  val- 
ley of  Uco,  wliich  is  fertile  and  well  set- 
tled, and  extends  fifty  leagues  south  from 
the  town  of  Mendoza.  The  banks  of  the 
Fumtigan  are  covered  with  fine  pastures, 
and  immense  herds  of  cattle  arc  kept  on 
the  estates  which  it  w’atcrs. 

The  caravans  and  carts  in  the  journey 
between  Mendoza  and  Buenos  .Ayres, 
keep  along  its  hanks  until  its  junction 
with  tlic  Desaqnodero,  in  order  to  profit 
by  the  pasture  it  afl'ords,  and  to  avoid  the 
Travesias. 

-After  leaving  the  Mendoza,  we  passed 
through  a country  highly  cultivated  in 
artificial  pastures  of  clover  and  lucerne. 
The  enclosures  arc  of  mud,  and  are  made 
by  ramming  mud  and  chopped  straw  into 
moulds  eighteen  inches  wide,  four  and  a 
half  feet  high,  and  four  feet  long.  The 
mould  is  moved  forward,  and  the  process 
continued  until  tlic  enclosure  is  complet- 
ed. .After  being  exposed  some  time  to 
the  h«at  it  becomes  hard,  and  is  very 
durable.  The  coniiti’y  houses  arc  plas- 
tered over  with  this  composition,  wiiicli 
is  even  spread  on  the  roofs;  and  such  is 
the  dryness  of  the  atmosphere,  that  tliis 
covering  lasts  many  years.  In  four  hours 
wc  reached  tne  town  of  Mendoza,  and 
entered  the  principal  street,  along  the 
bed  of  a torrent  wliich  passes  tlifough  the 
town.  It  is  pleasantly  situated,  on  an  ex- 
tensive plain,  which  stretches  along  the 
foot  of  the  Andes,  in  3 ’ deg.  56  minutes 
south  latitude.  It  is  the  capital  of  the 
province  formerly  called  Cnyo. 

As  usual  in  all  South  American  towns, 
the  streets  cross  each  other  at  right  an- 
gles. The  houses  h.ive  but  one  floor,  hut 
arc  large,  and  well  constructed.  The 
public  edifices  arc  built  in  a style  of  ar- 
chitecture superior  to  any  I have  seen  in 
South  America,  when;  tne  churches  ge- 
nerally arc  loaded  witii  gildings  and  or- 
naments. Those  cf  Mendoza,  especially 
the  clnircli  attached  to  tiie  convent  of  St. 
-Augustine,  are  simple  and  grand.  M.  n- 
doza  is  indebted  for  the  cliastc  arcliitec- 
ture  of  the  pn'olie  buildings  to  two  It  dian 
architects,  who  have  resided  tlicre  for 
many  years.  They  have  likewise  laid 
out  a public  walk,  whicii  is  eneloscd,  and 
planted  with  Italian  poplars.  The  popu- 
lation of  Metid'iza  is  estimated  at  20,000 
souls,  of  which  the  blacks  and  niulattoes 
form  one  half.  It  is  the  depot  of  trade 
between  Buenos  Ayres  and  Chili.  Since 
the  rci'olution,  whicli  has  rendered  the 
i.itcrcourse  niuvc  frequent,  the  i.ihalii- 
tanls  have  procured  from  Buenos  Ayres 
luxuries  which  were  before  uiiknowr,  to 
them. — Tlie  de  nand  for  tneir  produce  is 
great,  and  those  articles  which  wc  tliiiik 
necessaries,  and  w:iich,  when  loaded  with 
the  duties,  profiis  and  ciiarges  of  tire  mo- 
nopolist in  Cadiz,  were  too  expciisive  for 
the  ri".>i*s‘.  ndiviiluals  of  the  interior,  are 
now  possessed  by  the  poorest.  -All  they 
could  hope  for  under  tne  colonial  govern- 
ment, w;is  to  maintain  their  lamilics  on 
tiie  h'ire  iicccss.iries  of  life — few  exer- 
tions were  made  to  go  beyond  this  limit; 
hut  luw,  that  luxuries  arc  within  their 
reach,  this  p'jvverl'ui  incentive  to  industry 
is  visible  in  the  iinprovenienis  in  agricul- 
ture and  m miifactures.  The  country  in 
the  viclnilyof  Msinloza  is  cultivated  like 
a gar.'len.  Tlie  vineyards  are  very  pro- 
ductive, and  the  produce,  wine,  brandy 
and  dried  r.iisiiis,  is  sent  to  Buenos  Ayres. 

They  raise  whe.at  for  tlie  consumption 
of  all  the  neighboring  districts.  T he 
soil  is  fertile,  and  the  artifu  ial  pastures, 
which  are  cultivated  by  irrigation,  are 
the  most  luxurrant  I ever  saw.  It  pro-j 
duces  all  the  fruits  of  Europe  in  great! 
abundance  and  perfection.  Tnuiulerl 
storms  arc  very  frequent,  and  temper  the, 
e.xccssive  h.cats  of  summer,  during  wliieli 
season  the  tliermoiiieicr  fluctuates  hc-| 
tween  Tu  and  90  degrees  of  Falircn'u  it. ! 
The  storms  of  thunder  and  lightning  are 
confined  to  the  eastern  side  of  the  Cor- 
dilleras, and  arc  never  known  in  this  la- 
titude to  p'sss  to  t!;c  west  of  the  Andes. 
The  dews  arc  not  heavy,  .and  the  inhabi- 
tants gennally  pars  the  night  in  their 
C'lurl  yards.  Daritigthc  \v inter montr.s,; 
fiein  May  to  Orlohi.r,  Mendoza  enjoys 
the  finest  clinia’e  in  the  world ; the  rains; 
ai'c  ii'.^l  frequent,  and  i;;si  but  a short  time. I 
The  iitmosplicre  is  clear  and  d:'v,  and  the! 
cold  scarcely  felt.  The  iiihahiiaiits  pos-| 
sees  the  so-  igl  ilv  anua'alc  aiannci's  ’vliiclil 


disiiriguisli  the  Creoles  of  Spanish  .Amr.] 
idea.  • They  are  very  hospitable,  and  in 
the  entertainments  which  were  given  me 
during  niy  short  residence  among  them,! 
displayed  in  tlieir  houses  and  dress  the 
luxuries  and  the  rcfinemcnls of  Europe; 
to  them  a North  American  was  an  ohjecti 
of  great  interest ; they  were  rejoieeil  to' 
sec  a countryman,  the  citizen  of  an  inde- 
pendent ivation,  and  of  a free  govern- 
meiil ; they  ovenvlielmed  me  witii  q its- 
tioiis  and  cartsscs ; they  had  been  kept 
in  ignorance  of  the  rest  of  America,  and 
their  questions  respccuiig  the  United 
■States  were  highly  entertaining.  The  In- 
dians of  the  tiihe  of  Rnelches  bring  their 
coarse  manufactures  to  Mcndoz  i — they 
consist  of  rugs  and  common  pom  lias. 
Tlicy  bring  likewise  salt  from  the  river 
Uiamanti,  wlii  di  formerly  was  the  boun- 
dary between  Ihoin  anti  the  district  of: 
.Mendoza.  'Flic  Uiamanti  descends  from 
the  Cordiileras,  and  flows  in  a north  east- 
erly direction,  arid  in  common  with  all 
the  rivers  in  lliesc  latitudes  east  of  the 
.Andes,  forms,  during  summer,  corns-  a- 
tioiis  of  salt  on  its  hanks,  fii  the  spring 
all  these  rivers  swell  tilth  the  melting 
of  the  snows,  and  are  perfectly  fresh, 
hot  during  the  remainder  of  the  year  are 
brackisii,  and  deposit  a great  quantity  of 
salt. 

I hired  a muleteer,  who  engaged  to 
transport  me  and  my  baggage  to  Santiago, 
and  to  furnish  the  necessary  min. her  of 
mules,  for  eight  dollars  each  mule.  Two 
mules  were  lorded  with  provisions  for 
eight  days,  the  time  usually  consumed  in 
passing  these  mountains;  and  the  whole 
train  consisted  of  ten  mules.  My  ser- 
vants left  town  early  in  the  nioniing,  and 
1 followed  in  the  afternoon  to  avoid  the 
heat  of  the  day.  Some  of  the  princip.'il 
intiahiiaiitsol  Alendoza  accompanied  me 
a few  miles  from  the  town,  a mark  of  rc- 
speqt  generally  shown  to  a stranger.  On 
leaving  tl'.ein,  I proceeded  with  my  guide 
through  aharren  tract  of  country,  the  soil 
generally  covered  with  low  shrubs.  Night 
soon  overtook  us,  hut  still  the  heat  con- 
tinued to  he  cxecs.-iivc.  I feit  tlic  air 
which  had  passed  over  the  parched  plains 
south  of  us,  like  tlie  blast  of  a fimiacc. 
After  travelling  eight  leagues,  we  turned 
off  the  road,  to  a small  spring  of  water, 
the  only  one  to  he  found  west  of  Mendo- 
za for  twelve  leagues.  We  found  the 
whole  cavalcade  encamped  round  a large 
fire,  which  proved  a tisefnl  precaiilioii. 

I he  air  towards  morning  became  very 
cold  and  piercing,  and  was  more  sensibly 
felt  after  the  heal  of  tlie  day.  The  mules' 
were  loose  and  feeding  about ; they  are! 
kept  toget.ier  by  a Madrina,  a mare; 
wi  icii  they  are  acciistoiiicd  to  follow,  and] 
which  has  a bell  round  her  neck.  The- 
loaded  mules  in  passing  t.he  moiintainsj 
always  run  loose,  and  follow  the  Madii-j 
na,  whicli  is  led  by  one  of  the  muleteers! 
called  the  Madnnaro.  "F he  mule,  at  per-! 


rutini'-.g  alon  ; ti.e  tirrrow  iedg-cs  tliat  o-' 
verhang  the  precipices;  tlie  hur.tsinar., 
who  remains  in  t)..5  valley,  sends  his  dogs 
above  the  game.  Tl.c  guar.acos  go  in 
lierds,  always  keeping  the  young  in  IrvJiil; 
on  perceiving  the  <!cgs  they  rush  down 
into  the  \aliey;  here  tlic  liusbandm»;i 
lies  in  wait  for  ther.o,  and  with  his  lassos 
and  halls  and  cord,  ijacurcs  two  or  three 
hcfii'c  they  break  through.  They  are 
easily  tamed,  and  are  perfectly  harmless. 
When  iiritaled  their  only  defence  is  to 
spit  out  a fietid  s..!iva.  During  th.c 
night  the  cold  was  intense,  and  I gladly 
shook  of  my  blankets  at  the  dawn  of  day, 
to  walk  forward  and  vv'iivii)  myself  by  ex- 
ercise. After  [lasbing  the  second  defile, 
the  inouniains  hcconie  more  abrupt  aiid 
biiii'cn.  1 visited  the  natural  bridge  o- 
ver  the  J.leiidoza,  here  a torrent  only 
twculy  feet  wide.  It  i.i  called  el  I'uef- 
to  del  Inca,  and  is  an  excavated  rock,  a- 
bout  seven  feet  wide.  The  inside  of  the 
arch  is  hung  witii  stalactites,  and  the  ri- 
ver flows  through  it.  Not  lar  from 
this  spot  1 saw  a warm  mineral  spring, 
strongly  impregnated  with  sulphur.— 
From  hence  tiie  iiscent  becomes  more 
rapid,  and  the  road  winds  along  the 
course  of  the  Mendoza. 

After  snlfering  very  iiinch  from  the 
heat  we  cncaiirpcd  under  the  shelter  of 
the  rocks,  and  liglited  our  fire  with  the 
roots  of  the  prickly  shrub,  wnich  spread 
along  and  near  tlie  surface  of  the  earth, 
and  which  is  the  only  sign  of  vegetation 
at  this  height.  Our  mules  descended 
into  the  valley,  and  browsed  on  the  moss 
and  scanty  herbage  on  the  banks  of  tins 
river.  In  the  morning  wc  entered  the 
passes  called  l.as  Calcras,  a narrow  path 
along  the  edge  of  a precipice  of  five  hun- 
dred feet,  at  the  bottom  of  which  rolls  a 
torrent.  The  loaded  mules  scrajie  one 
side  against  the  rocks,  and  the  soil  on 
whicli  they  tread  is  a loose  gravel  which 
constantly  rolls  from  beneath  their  feet. 

A man  would  find  it  next  to  impossible 
to  keep  his  footing;  accidents  are  very- 
rare,  hut  are  faithfully  recorded  by  the 
muleteers,  who  entertain  the  traveller 
while  he  is  on  liis  d-angci  ous  path,  with 
long  accounts  of  unlucky  mules  missing 
their  footing,  and  being  precipitated  in- 
to tlic  torrent — «07;<  the  rest  of  the  drove 
started  and  stopped,  and  how.  they  d’.'cad- 
cd  that  some  of  them  would  have  at- 
tempted to  turn,  wliich  would  have  been 
the  certain  pcrclitioii  of  them  all.  Be- 
lorc  entering  these  passages  it  is  neces- 
sary to  ascertain  whether  they  be  en- 
tirely free  from  obstructions,  as  the  con- 
sequence of  meeting  a troop  of  mules 
w'ould  prove  the  sacrifice  of  one  party. 
To,  turn  is  impossible,  and  to  pass  a 
mule  equally  so.  The  muleteers  wain 
each  other  by  shouting,  or  send  forward 
one  of  their  party  to  station  himself  at 
the  opposite  entrance. 

I he  mules  frequently  derange  the  e- 


lect  libel  ty,  moves  more  cautiously  and:  quilihrium  of  tlicir  load  hv  striking  a- 
^ciirely;  one  man  can  conduct  ten: , gainst  the  projecting  rocks.'  The  mule- 
mules,  having  only  to  adjust  the  bads,  j lecr  then  catches  them  with  the  lasso, 
lorn  iwiu*.  to  time,  wlicn  cierani^cd  by  * *

striking  against  the  rocks.  My  field  bed 
Was  made  up  near  tlie  fire,  and  I slept 
until  (lay  break.  In  the  morning,  after 
tne  nuileteers  had  t-aken  tlieir  Matii,*  the 
mules  were  loaded,  and  we  proceeded! 
(over  tlic  same  glooiuy,  barren  country  | 
lor  four  leagues  to  the  valley  of  Uspal-| 
luta.  Here  there  is  a small  stream  ofj 
water,  an-i  mines  of  gold  and  silver,  which; 
were  formerly  very  p’-odnetive.  Work- 
men are  now  emiiloycd  in  restoring  the' 
works,  by  order  of  the  government  ofi 
Buenos  Ayres.  At  Uspallala  there  is  a! 
( iisiom  house,  where  goods  are  exaiuin-l 
ed  and  registered  on  their  entry  into  the 
vice-royaity  of  La  Fiata.  It  consists  of 
four  log  huts ; two  olficcrs  arc  quartered 
n them.  A siniLtar  establish inent  exists 
in  All  the  passages  of  the  Cordilleras  be- 
tween Cliili  and  La  Fiata. 

O I leaving  Uspalatia  we  entered  a de- 
file,  and  passing  along  a winding  road, 
coii’iq  icil  grad  laily  to  cescend  for  five 
leagues.  Tne  neat  was  condensed  in 
this  goi  g'.  r of  the  mountains,  and  was 
almost  iiisuppoitahlc.  Wc  dined  and 
pissed  tic  siesta  under  some  rocks, 
wiiicn  alfordcd  a refreshing  snade,  and 
in  the  afternoon  continued  our  journey.' 
On  leaving  the  dcfiic  we  found  ourselves' 
'Oil  a long  ciiain  of  iiiils  which  coininand-l 
cd  an  extensive  view  to  tlic  cast  of  the 
wliolc  district  of  Mendoza.  We  en- 
camped at  the  entrance  of  a second  de- 
file. I had  shot  during  tlie  day  a guana- 
' o,  which  yielded  us  all  a sumptuous  re- 
past. This  animal,  whicii  abounds  in 
the  jilains  at  the  foot  of  the  Andes,  and 
in  the  nioniitains  of  this  Cordillera,  re- 
sembles the  camel,  exccpttliat  iiis  smal- 
ler, and  no  rising  on  the  back.  The,hind 
feet  arc  shorter  than  the  fore  ; sj  that 
when  pursued  it  always  runs  down  hill. 
In  tiie  winter  it  soon  fatigues  itself  in 
the  snow,  hut  in  the  suninier  the  hunts- 
man finds  it  diflii-ult  to  approach  it.  -At 
that  season  he  pursues  the  animal  to  the 
defiles,  which  the  gu.inaco  reaches  by 


The  mafti,  so  called  from  the  calabash  in 
which  it  is  alw.ays  presented,  is  an  hifushm  of 
the  her!)  of  I’aragiiav,  whicli  is  of  a bitter  pun- 
gent taste.  This  infusion  is  sweetened,  and 
siiinetiaies  a little  ciiii;.amnn  and  leiiionpeal  are 
a ided.  I'lie  calaba.sli  or  inalti  is  placed  on  a 
silver  stand,  and  the  liquor  is  soaked  tlirougli  a 
silver  tube,  whicli  is  furiiislied  at  the  lower  ex- 
tremity wi;li  a bull)  pierced  full  of  small  holes, 
so  as  to  prevent  any  particle  of  the  herb  from 
passing  Ihrougb  it. ' I'lie  niatti  is  the  luxury  of ' 
the  rich,  and  t.'ie  solace  of  the  po.ir;  thov  dri.ik 
Ut  .as  soon  as  they  rise  frc.ai  tlieir  beds  in  the 
nioriiing,  and  afler  tlie  siesta  in  the  ufter- 
inon,  and  fr.-qucntly  regale  themselves  with  it 
tiiroiigli  the  day. 

f Tlie  gorges  of  tlie  mountains,  through 
whicli  l.irge  rivers  flow,  all  afford  pas.sages 
across  ilic  .\ndes.  The  most  frequented  is  It.e 
one  described  above,  and  tliat  formed  bv  the 


and  covering  tjicir  eyes  with  the  poncho 
adjusts  the  load. 

Tlie  road  continued  to  wind  along 
deep  chasms  and  precipices,  and  thia 
mountains  assumed  a wilder  and  more 
desolate  appearance  ; the  torrents  like- 
wise became  wider  and  more  rapid.— 
We  passed  several  casuchas,  small  stone 
buildings,  erected  at  convenient  distanc- 
es for  the  accommodation  of  the  couri- 
ers during  the  winter.  They  pass  with, 
the  mail  throughout  the  whole  year,  be- 
tween Buenos  Ayres  and  Santiago.  The 
building  contains  a room  fifteen  feet 
square,  the  entrance  is  by  a door  raised 
above  the  height  of  the  snow. 

'File  passage  of  the  Cordilleras  in  the 
winter  is  only  attempted  after  the  first 
storms  arc  over,  and  the  ravines  filltxl  up 
with  snow.  The  passenger  has  liis  legs 
and  thighs  rolled  up  with  sheep  skins, 
and  his  loot  swathed  with  bandages  so  as 
to  exclude  the  snow  ; armed  with  a long 
pole  to  sound  his  way,  and  accompanied 
by  guides  carrying  charcoal  and  provi- 
sions, he  enters  on  this  perilous  and  fa- 
tiguing  journey,  and  must,  at  all  hazards, 
gain  every  night  a casucha;  all  who  wish 
to  pass  at  tliat  seas'  n,  cither  wait  for  a 
courier  or  join  some  other  passenger, 
who  is  well  accompanied.  .After  toiling 
all  day  on  foot,  sometimes  slipping  on 
the  hard  frozen  snow,  and  obliged  to  hew 
steps  to  ascend  by,  and  at  other  times 
plunging  up  to  the  middle  in  the  loose) 
drift,  they  are^  obliged  to  pack  them- 
selves into  a easuclia  ; seated,  for  there 
is  seldom  rocim  enough  to  lie  down,  and 
in  this  manner  they  jiass  flie  night,  warm- 
ing themselves  by  charcoal  fires.  The 
passage  of  the  cordilleras  in  the  winter 
is  not  so  dangerous  as  tliat  of  the  Alps; 
Avalanches  are  unknown,  nor  arc  there 
any  glaciers  formed  in  the  Andes. 

On  tlie  fourth  night  we  slept  at  the 
foot  of  the  steep  ascent  which  leads  over 
the  crest  of  the  Cordilleras,  and  set  off 
at  the  dawn  of  day  in  order  to  pass  over 
before-  the  wind  rose.  At  this  height 
the  wind  blows  with  great  violence  from 
ten  o’clock  until  evening.  In  the  whole 
passage  of  the  Cordilleras  the  travel  lei* 
suflers  from  the  sudden  gusts  of  wind 

'.vliich  arc  frequent  and  very  violent 

M:  e toiled  up  this  ascent  for  four  hours, 
passing  over  the  loose  stones,  which  are 
constantly  rolling  from  the  rocks  above. 
Near  the  summit  I observed  two  birds, 
of  the  dark  grey  color  of  the  rocks,  and 
riseiiihiing  in  shape  the  dove.  They 
(lid  not  altenipt  to  fly  when  thrown  at, 
and  merely  moved  their  lieads ; the 
nuilatcers  call  them  agacha  doches 
(dodgers.)  They  are  always  seen  in  paii-s 
and  may  be  approache.i  within  a yard 
h'.-lorc  they  rise.

i ll  lies  wide  extends  along  th  tip  of  the 
.rings,  and  when  Ihe  bird  is  sitting  ap- 
llpeais  to  encircle  the  Ijpdy  j a circular 


fringe  of  white  feathers  oriiamciits  the 
Jieck  of  the  male.  They  arc  very  bold, 
and  you  may  approach  very  near.  We 
shot  twoof  them,  one  measured  nine  feet 
and  three  quarters  from  wing  to  wing, 
and  the  other  ten  feet  and  a half.  The_\ 
arc  generally  seen  in  pairs,  unless  attract- 
ed in  larger  numbers  by  some  dead  ani- 
mal. Their  sense  of  smell  is  vci  y acute, 
and  they  are  seen  flying  from  all  parts 
to  feast  on  dead  cattle.  They  frequent- 
ly carry  olT sheep,  and  when  pressed  by 
hunger  descend  in  flocks  on  the  plains 
and  destroy  calves  and  colts.  In  order 
to  effect  this  they  form  a circle,  enclos- 
ing their  intended  victim,  and  prevent 
its  escape  by  flapping  their  w ings  ; one 
of  their  number  then  attacks  the  colt  or 
calf,  fixes  its  talons  in  its  back,  and  kills 
it  by  striking  its  beak  into  the  oyes. 

The  country  people  make  traps  for 
them  by  placing  carron  in  a pen.  The 
tlondor  firstpicks  out  the  eyes  and  then 
devours  the  entrails,  when  it  has  gorged 
itself,  it  cannot  fly  without  having  a space 
to  run  and  raise  itself  gradually.  The 
peasants  come  upon  it  when  gorged, and 
kill  it  with  clubs  in  the  pen. 

The  snow  lies  longer  on  the  wcstlbajJ 
on  the  east  side  of  these  mountains.  .Vf^ 
ter  passing  the  west  of  the  Cordilleras, 
the  descent  for  the  space  of  three  leagues 
was  coviyed  with  snow.  The  frequent 
passage  of  mules  had  worn  a deep  path 
through  tliis  snow,  which  rose  on  each 
side  fifteen  feet  high.  On  emerging 
from  this  narrow  dciilc,  the  scenery 
wore  a different  aspect  from  that  on  the 
east  side.  It  resembled  the  scenery  of 
the  Alps ; spots  of  \erdurc  were  scat- 
tered over  the  loftiest  mountains  ; small 
streams  of  water  were  seen  trickling 
down  the  rocks  and  flow  ing  along  nar- 
row vallies,  giving  life  to  a number  of 
flowing  shrubs ; and  the  road  sometimes 
passed  along  a level  plain  covered  with 
moss  and  low  grass.  On  these  plaiiis, 
the  muleteers  keep  droves  cf  mules,  du- 
ring the  summer  months,  arid  remove 
them  into  the  low  grounds  before  the 
first  fall  of  snow.  We  passed  several 
loads  of  the  herb  of  Paraguay  and  other 
Articles,  which  had  been  abandoned  at 
the  commencement  of  the  w inter.  The 
traffic  of  the  Cordillfias  conlinucs  as 
long  as  the  passage  is  pi  aciicablc,  and 
droves  of  mules  arc  sometimes  overtak- 
tn  by  the  first  storms  of  winter.  The 
muleteers  then  unload,  leaving  the  pack- 
ages ill  a circle,  and  cndcavcr  to  save 
themselves  and  mules.  Some  idea  may 
be  formed  of  the  extent  of  the  traftic  of 
this  passage  of  the  Cordilleras,  by  the 
number  of  caravans  which  were  passing 
at  this  time.  I met  twenty  seven  droves 
of  mules,  the  smallest  drove  consisted  of 
fifteen  and  the  largest  of  fifty-five  mules. 
As  we  continued  to  descend,  the  face 
of  nature  became  more  variegated  and 
beautiful,  and  after  the  first  day’s  de- 
scent, our  path  wound  along  the  banks  of 
a rapid  torrent,  and  was  shaded  by  large 
trees. 


ducts  the  fruits  of  tiic  cartli  with  a.  ];’x- 
tiriance  never  before  remarked  in  any 
part  of  the  world.  Wheat  yields  com- 
monly Ibrty  and  fifty  times  the  seed,  and 
in  the  valley  of  Aconcagua,  and  sonieo- 
thcr  fertile  spots,  eigliiy  and  even  one 
hiiivdred  fold. 

On  the  ensuing  morni.ng  I took  my 
leave  of  the  mnieteer’s  family,  who  had 
given  me  a very  favorable  idea  of  the 
people  of  their  class  in  Ciiiii.  Our  par- 
ty were  mounted  on  fine  fat  horses,  and 
felt  exliilaratcd  at  exchanging  the  slow 
heavy  pace  of  the  mules,  for  gay,  fine 
Chilian  hoises.  The  breed  ol  horses  in 
this  country  arc  the  finest  in  South  A- 
merica.  The  Chilian  horses  arc  sent 
into  Peru,  and  even  across  tlic  continent 
to  liucnos  Ayres,  and  thence  to  the  bra- 
zils. i'liey  arc  active  and  vigorous,  and 
capable  of  enduring  great  fatigue  ; their 
heads  well  proportioned,  flat  and  bony, 
the  ears  small  and  pointed,  the  neck 
short  and  thick,  the  bo;ly  stout,  and  the 
legs  closely' jointed.  The  most  esteem- 
ed do  not  move  their  tails,  citherto  brush 
away  the  flics  or  when  the  rider  strikes 
them  with  the  spur.  The  jockies  of 
jChiv  reverse  our  method,  and  some- 
times cot  the  sinew  s so  as  to  make  the 
tail  lie  close.  They  stand  generally  fif- 
teen hands,  but  I have  seen  lliem  mea- 
sure from  fifteen  and  a haUTo  sixteen 
bands.  They  are  trained  to  start  instant- 
ly into  full  spced,stop  suddenly,  and  wliccl 
on  their  haunches.  They  arc  trained 
likewise  to  stand  when  the  rider  dis- 
iripunts,  and  they  will  remain  on  the  s-imc 
spot  for  hours  champing  their  bit.  The 
peo'^le  of  the  country  arc  all  good  horse- 
men, and  I have  seen  them  urge  a horse 
full  speed  down  a steep  hill  covered  with 
wood.  We  passed  over  two  lofty  hills, 
and  after  riding  six  hours,  entered  the 
village  of  C.olir.:^  where  there  arc  min- 
eral batl'.s,  much  frequented  by  the  in- 
habitants ol  Santiago.  Here  we  passed 
the  siesta.  In  the  afternoon  wc  travel- 
led along  a flat  well  cultivated  eounlry, 
and  after  riding  four  leagues  entered  the 
eastern  suburb  of  Santiago,  called  the 
CanaJilla.  The  houses  are  low,  but  w ell 
built,  and  there  ap])eared  a great  throng 
of  business.  We  entered  Santiago  by  a 
magnincent  bridge,  and  every  tiling  wore 
the  appearance  of  a l.irge  aii.l  lloui  toll- 
ing town. 


BATTLK  OF  COCF.D.V. 

We  lately  publislicd  a paragraph  an- 
nouncing that  the  patriot  army  of  Vene- 
zuela had  gained  a distinguis!icd*\  ic.tory 
over  the  royal  army  on  the  plains  ofCo- 
geda;  and  that  general  Pai  z had  killed 
the  Spanish  general  L.i  Torre  with  his 
own  hand.  The  following  extract  of  an 
official  bulletin,  dated  at  Venezuela,  the 
13th  of  May,  detailing  the  particulars  of 
the  action,  will  be  read  witii  interest. — 
It  appears  that  it  .vas  the  Spanish  gene- 
ral Ci^rrea  and  not  La  Turrr,  w ho  was 
killed  in  the  action.  The  latter  hewev- 


On  the  second  night  wc  encamped 
aie*w  the  caistom  lious'c,  a small  stone 
building  enclosed  by  a large  court  yard, 
where  the  mules  are  unloaded,  and  the 
goods  examined.  A wall  extends  along 
the  valley  from  the  river  to  the  base  of 
the  mountaiu,  to  prevent  the  passage 
of  smugglers.  During  the  winter  the 
custom  house  officers  and  guard  retire 
to  Santa  Rosa,  the  first  town  in  Chili. — 
They  had  not  yet  returned,  and  wc  pas- 
sed through  the  gates  into  a very  nar- 
row valley.  There  tlie  path  became  vc- 
ry  rugged,  frequently  ascending  and  de- 
scending steep  projections,  which  ex- 
tended from  the  mountain  to  the  river. 
Wc  passed  one  of  the  large  torrents,, 
which  form  the  river  .\concagua,  on 
a bridge,  and  encamped  a leagn*  beyond 
it  on  a small  level  spot,  within  a few 
yards  of  the  river,  and  surrounded  by  the 
most  picturesque  scenery  imaginable. 
About  a league  before  we.  encamped, 
we  passed  a small  lake.  The  road  con- 
tinued to  wind  along  the  right  hank  ofj 
the  river  Aconcagua,  until  wc  crossed 
it  on  a frail  wi>)dcn  bridge  ; here  the 
valley  of  .\concagua  opened  to  our  view, 
and  shortly  after  we  saw  the  town  ofi 
Santa  Resa,  capital  of  the  di  trict 
of  the  same  name.  It  is  a small  neat 
town,  much  resorted  to  in  the  sum- 
mer, on  account  of  the  mildness  and  ex- 
cellence of  its  climate.  A little  beyond 
this  stands  the  town  of  San  Feiippe  el 
rcalde  Aconcagua,  the  capital  of  tlisdis- 
trict  of  the  .same  name.  It  is  regularly 
built,  and  tlic  streets  are  planted  with 
trees,  and  intercepted  with  canals,  which 
distribute  the  waters  of  the  .Xconeagua 
to  the  gardens  and  fields.  These  two 
districts  are  separated  by  the  Aroncagua, 
and  are  bounded  north  by  Rctorca,  south 
by  Mapoclio,  cast  by  Cordilleras,  and 
west  by  Quillcla.  I did  not  stop  in  the 
town,  but  accompanied  niy  muleteer  to 
bis  father’s  house.  On  passing  Son  Fe- 
lippc  cl  Real,  we  passed  along  one  of 
the  finest  valleys  in  the  world.  The 
fiehls  were  all  Irrigated;  Indian  corn, 
wheat,  barley,  and  the  artificial  grapes, 
were  growing  luxuriantly,  and  the  road 
was  lined  with  fruit  trees.  In  passing  a- 
long  the  lanes,  formed  by  the  enclosures 
of  mud  and  hedges  of  thorns,  wc  had  fre- 
quently to  wade  through  water  knee 
deep.  'i  here  arc  no  regulations  by 
tr'iiich  proprietors  are  obliged  to  lay 
bridges  over  the  canals,  tliat  conduct  the 
waters  from  the  rivers  to  the  field,  so 
that  the  roads  are  often  inundated,  and 
sometimes  impassable.  Irrigation  was 
practised  by  the  Indian  inhabitants  of 
t'.iilijbefore  the  invasion  of  the  Spaniards. 
It  is  perfectly  understood  throughout 
Chili,  the  nature  of  the  climate  render- 
ing this  mode  of  culture  almost  abso- 
1 tely  necessary.  During  tlic  summer 
it  never  rains,  and  the  thunder  storms,  so 
i uTueiiton  the  other  side  of  the  Andes, 
though  heard  occasionally  in  the  Cor- 
dilieras,  are  never  known  to  descend  in- 
to the  Western  vallies.  Kvery  part  of 
Cuil),  which  is  susceptible  of  irrigation, 
whatcvjV  be  t!ie  nature  of  i’s  soil,  pro-’ 


cr,  received  two  severe  wouiuls,  and  his 
recovery  was  considered  doubtful :

On  the  15ili,  j-yneralCe- 
deno  moved  with  his  ilivisiou  by  llie  route  of 
I’ao;  anil  on  the  7th  a cohiinn  of  cavalry,  un- 
der general  Sura/./.a,  and  .>00  cahsseurs,  who 
cncaiupeil  at  liicon  <le  los  'I'oros,  were  sur- 
prised and  dis|jcrsed  hy  the  royalist  ooinnian- 
dant,  l.ope/.,  who  fell  in  this  affair,  nitha 
prc.at  part  ofhis  troop.s.  (ienerid  I'cdeno,  ul 
the  head  of  1 .500  men,  returned  to  Cahi'oozo — 
The  ( nemVjinHalcd  by  this  momentary  success, 
resolved  to  march  in  search  of  general  I’ae/., 
and  for  this  purpose  endioilied  tlie  gairisons 
of  the  places,  and  the  militia  \ihich  h.’ul  been 
marched  from  (.'iiraccas.  All  the  for  cesundcr 
the  command  of  the  roval  brigadier  l..a  Torre 
appeared  on  the  plain  of  (longeda  on  the  2d 
pf  May,  where  our  troops  were  wailing  to  re- 
ceive I hem. 

“ They  soon  c.amc  to  a close  ami  sanguinary 
conflict,  Jn  v.  hich  the  Spaniards  were  soon 
(auglit  a false  lcs.son,  by  the  superiority  of  our 
cavalry.  'I’hc  enemy’s  order  of  battle  was  iu 
three  eolumns,  of  which  the  centre  was  i.ifant- 
ry,  and  the  winjcs  cavalry.  Our  f’orce  w.is 
drawn  up  into  two  lines,  our  infantry  in  the 
centre,  under  generrd  .-tngoategui ; lieutenant 
colonai  .Mumloz  Imd  the  command  of  ihe  right 
wing,  composotl  of cavilr)  ; and  colonel  lr,a-l 
vat  tluat  of  tlie  left,  als-.i  composeil  of  caval- 
fj  ; the  second  line  as  a reser, under  colo- 
nel Itangcl. 

“ .\s  soon  as  tlicy  had  appni.ach.cd  to  sucli  a 
dist.nnce  as  was  ,ada|)terl  to  our  pl.ui  cf  action, 
our  line  receivi'd  the  order  to  ( liarge  cjn.sen- 
tancously;  and  the  c fleet  w.is,  that  the  v.  hole 
of  Ihe  enemy’s  columns  in  action,  and  a con- 
siderahle  part  of  liis  infantry,  were  cut  to  pie- 
ces. A body  of  cavalry  of  the  cnrn.y  !u  1 re- 
mained iti  a wood,  and  tlicse,  owing  to -S'-'me 
want  til  information,  were  suflered  bv  our  n- 
serveto  escape.  Tlie  field  of  bitllo Was  in  a 
few  moments  covered  with  1030  d,* id,  and  a 
great  quantity  of  arms  and  s*or;  s of  every 
department  i.'f  the  iniiitary  establisliment,  and 
a great  nundver  of  prisoners  fell  into  ourh-inds. 
lirigadicr  Correa,  chief  of  the  general  staff ; 
colonel  (ionzales  \ • lia,  commanding  the  re- 
giment of  Caslll;-,  with  several  otlier  fp.mi.,!, 
ofli,ters  of  r.an!c,  fe:i  on  the  fi.ild  of  liatlle. 
Tiie  royal  geitcral  and  chief.  UiTori  c,  receiv- 
ed two  wounds.  .Ml  t!ic  chiefs  of  the  Jr.uco'uis  I 
ot  the  Tnioii,  the  i ; of  the  hii-isars,  and  the  lan- 
cers of  the  king  bit  tlie  dust. 

“ Our  loss,  tliougli  not  very  gix'al,  i;  severe, 
and  to  be  regretted,  ina.smucii  as  w !i  ve  bee.) 
uiKilde  to  foliow  np  iiur  \ ictory  b)'  tlu-  uccupa-  j 
tion  of  Valence,  \ tiich  the  broheu  dor,  n state 
of  our  horses  from  severe  servieo  would  not 
admit  us  to  tiiiderlakc. 

“ The  division  of  Gen-ra!  Cedeno  keep.s  iu 
tranquillity  I he  plains  of  Calaboso. 

“ 1 he  Spaniards,  strong  in  infar.f.y,  coi  er 
the  defiles  of  the  moun'aina,  v.  Ii'.l.t  our  supe-  1 
riority  in  cavalry,  cotumauda  all  tiie  jihuns  and 
interior  of  Venezuc’a ; tiiev  l.av'e  |.,st  tlieir 
generals  in  chiefand  (trinHpaloli'.ceri  ofrank;

age;  .Morales,  with  a fi  vv  followers,  fled  ;is 
far  as  .Sombrero,  not  liruiking  himself  safe  till 
he  should  reach  Calahojn. 

“ Since  the  18th, g'jiieral  Marino  has  been 
in  possession  of  Cariaco,  wliich  betook,  with 
tbe  ganisoii  of  25  linen  ; this  was  .accomplish- 
ed by  the  vanguard  al.uic  under  colonel  Mon- 
tez  ; besides  which,  2+0  prisoners,  150  mus- 
kets, ammutiitiou  .and  military  stores  fell  into 
our  h.ands  :it  Cariaco.

English  papers  liave  been  received  at 
New  York,  to  the  18th  of  July.  The 
queen  of  England  has  relapsed,  and  her 
vlciiiise  vvas  expected.  Parliament,  in 
that  event,  would  be  assembled.  'I’bc 
harvest  prospect  iu  Europe,  except  in 
Sweden,  were  good.  The  duchess  of 
Parma,  Napoleon's  wife,  holds  her  regu- 
lar courts  at  Parma,  and  receives  min- 
isters ; while  Napoleon  himself  remains 
a prisoner  at  St.  Helena,  and  has  lately 
declared  that  he  will  not  notice  the  Eug- 
iisli  letters  respecting  him,  and  that  the 
1 king  of  England  alone  is  entitled  to  treat 
him  as  an  equal  ! Lucicii  Bonaparte  had 
recently  entered  Rome  as  a senator  in 
sjilcndid  style.  The  Spanish  convoy 
with  troops,  destined  to  Lima,  had 
put  into  'I'encrifl'e  ; one  of  the  fiigates 
was  cendemned  as  uuseaworthy  ; a scar- 
city of  provi.sions  produced  great  dissat- 
|isf;icltoii  in  the  fleet;  the  finances  of 
Spain  were  in  st;  deplorable  a condition, 
that  proper  suppiies  iiad  not  been  furn- 
ished, and  in  consequeiicc  the  Governor 
of  Tcncrift'e  had  levied  a contribution  of 
120,000  dollars  on  the  inhabitants,  who 
were  themselves  in  a state  of  scarcity 
and  distress.  Tliis  armament  will  prove 
of  little  advantage  to  the  royalisfv  in  Pp- 
ru  or  Chili,  if  it  shouhl  ever  reach  there; 
the  victory  of  IMaipu  lia.r  prolrably  deci- 
ded the  final  fate  of  those  provinces. — 
The  pat'iots  have  a stout  fleet  in  the  Pa- 
cific, which  may  ))rcvcnt  the  Spanish 
squadron  from  reaching  its  destination. 
England,  in  the  genuine  spirit  of  coloni- 
al and  commercial  aggrandisement,  is 
stated  on  the  continent  to  be  ncgoii.ating 
for  a port  in  the  Baltic.  Spai.i  lias  o- 
pened  the  jrorts  of  Santander,  Corutina, 
Cadiz,  and  .'\licaiit,  as  places  of  entripot  i 
for  foreign  trade.  Sir  Robert  Wiison  j 
has  been  elected  to  parliani'-nt.  Joseph  I 
Eai'.cr.stcr,  the  founder  of  the  system  of! 
schools  called  by  bis  name,  has  .irrivcd 
in  New  York.  Despatciies  from  Mr. 
Erving,  our  niinister  at  Madrid,  have 
also  been  received.  It  was  reporteil  at 
Lisbon  that  a Sp.tnish  convoy  had  arriv- 
ed at  Cadiz  from  llavanna,  with  ten 
millions  of  dollars.  The  patriot  priva- 
teers continue  to  atinoy  Spanish  com- 
merce, even  in  ll;e  European  seas.

11  the  year  1790,  and  probably  In  the  montli 
of  .May,  a boy  nine  years  of  age  was  taken 
prisoner  by  the  lndi.anl  The  place  where  he 
was  captured,  as  near  as  it  can  be  ascertained, 
was  upon  the  bank  of  the  Ohio,  in  Kentnekv, 
a short  distance  below  the  mouth  of  the  Great 
.Mi:imi. 

For  many  years  he  has  been  living  in  the 
couiitr)-  upon  Red  river,  which  flows  into  Lake 
M'iiiiiepec,  and  a few  days  since  he  arrived  at 
this  place,  on  his  way  to  seek  his  surviving 
friends  and  relatives.  He  speaks  no  English, 
and  it  has  been  thought  adri.sable  that  he  should 
remain  here,  where  he  will  Ire  fed  and  clothed 
at  the  public  expense,  until  the  opening  of  the 
Council,  which  is  to  be  bold  with  the  Indians 
on  the  loth  of  September  nc.xt,  in  St.  Mary's, 
in  Ohio,  w licrc  he  will  be  taki  ii,  in  the  e.vpcc- 
tation  that  tins  notice  w ill  reach  some  of  his 
connexions,  lliat  they  will  there  take  charge 
of  him. 

His  memory  is  very  retentive,  and  he  relates 
w ith  great  precision,  and  1 have  no  doubt  very 
accurately,  the  situation  of  hi'  family  and  the 
circiim.stanccs  of  his  capture. 

He  states  that  his  mime  is  John  'Taylor,  and 
he  thinks  Ills  father’s  name  was  John — that  he 
had  one  brother  older  and  one  I'oiingcr  than 
himself,  and  five  sisters — tiiat  his  father  went 
to  his  corn-field,  w here  some  Negroes  were 
hoeing  corn,  and  that  he  w.as  left  .at  home  to 
take  care  of  his  jounger  brotlierx  that  he  went 
into  tlie  woods  to  pick  old  walnuts,  and  w;is 
there  taken  by  a party  of  7 Indians.  He  has  a 
■scar  on  the  left  side  of  his  neck,  and  on  the  left 
check,  occasioned,  as  he  says,  by  a sore  while 
quite  young. 

He  thinks  his  father  had  lived  at  the  place 
where  he  was  taken,  only  ten  cUiys  before  that 
accident  liappcned. 

He  states  that  a party  followed  the  Indians 
who  captured  him,  overtook  and  had  an  action 
with  them,  in  which  the  Shawiiese  chief.  Black 
Kish,  was  killed. 

'I  liesc  itircuiiistaiiccs,  it  is  believed,  will  he 
siifiiclciit  to  rccal  liini  to  tbe  recollection  of 
his  friends,  and  to  iiLiitily  him  to  anv  person, 
w no  may  attend  at  St  Mary’s  for  the  purpose 
of  clalniiiig  hiiii. 

He  niaiiitosts  such  solicitude  upon  the  sub. 
ject.  that  1 cannot  but  hope  he  will  be  enabled 
to  discover  anil  vi.sit  bis  relations.
